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REPORT OF THE SCHOOL BOARD 


For THE YEAR ENDING APRIL 20, 1891. 


In presenting this report of the condition of our schools for the 
year just closed, we have the pleasure of congratulating the town 
upon their success. Wehaveno failures to report. All our schools 
have been meritorious. We have for the most part employed 
teachers from our own town. This fact, together with the fact 
that a large number of our past students are employed as teachers 
in other towns every year with marked success, speaks well for 
the school system of Marlow. 

In Division 1 Miss Flora Farley was employed as teacher for 
the year, with very good results. The discipline was very strict, 
in fact the most rigid of all our schools. The examination showed 
good progress; and in the temperance primer the best in town. 

In Division 3 Miss Alice Huntley taught the summer term, and 
Miss Lottie King the fall term; both teaching for the first time, 
and each school a success. 

In Division 4 Miss Hattie Whittemore’s services were again se- 
cured as teacher for the year, making eight years of consecutive 
teaching in this school. This has always been our best school, and 
at no time has Miss Whittemore done better work than in the 
past year. 

In Division 5 Miss Eliza Gee filled the roll of teacher for the 
year with the best of results. This is the most advanced common 
school in town outside the village schools. 

In Division 6 Miss Gertie Friend taught the school both terms, 
gaining the love of her scholars and the respect of the entire dis- 
trict. The students are mostly young, but here we have some ex- 
cellent scholars. 

School Division 7 was under the care of Miss Luella Farns- 
worth for the year; gaining the good will of her scholars it was 
not strange that the examination showed excellent work. 

Miss Lizzie Duffee taught the summer term in Division 8 with 
good success. In the fall we secured the services of Alice Hunt- 
ley. This was one our best schools. Excellent progress was made, 
especially in spelling. Eva Cummings missed only one word in 
680 spelled. 
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The winter school and the High school were under the instruc- 
tion of F. E. Ball. Mr. Ball has taught four times in this school 
without a murmur from parent or scholar, which would indicate 
that we now have the right teacher for this school. Written ex- 
aminations have been practiced to some extent; the essays on the 
Temperance Hygiene being of a high order, showing good prog- 
‘ress in that important study. 

We think our schools will compare to their advantage with those 
of past years, and with the schools of other towns in this vicin- 


ity.

The School Board have purchased for the use of the schools in 
town 708 books, have sold 18, the town now owning 690 vol- 
umes, as follows: 171 Readers, 134 Spellers, 128 Arithmetics, 35 
Histories, 96 Physiologies, 21 Book Keeping, 23 Geographies, 10 
Civil Government, 6 Physical Geographies, 34 Grammars, 6 Rhet- 
orics, 7 Philosophies, 4 Algebras, 3 Chemistries and 12 Latin. The 
town now owns nearly every book used in town. Great care and 
a good deal of time has been spent in their selection, and we think 
we have the best books from the best authors, embracing the most 
modern methods of teaching. 

The following text books have been legally adopted: Harper’s 
series of Readers, Monroe’s Primary Spellers and Sheldon’s Word 
Studies, Greenleaf’s series of Arithmetics, Pathfinder series of 
Physiologies, Barnes’ U. 8. History, Meservey’s Book Keeping and 
Hyde’s series of Grammars; and the entire cost of the school 
books to the town is $270. Amount of supplies purchased, $73.89.

In conclusion we have but few suggestions to make. We have 
maintained schools in every school house in town, believing that 
the interest of the town demand it. Beside, it costs but little more 
to hire a young teacher than to hire the scholars carried to a dis- 
tant school. After five years of trial of the new school law the 
time has come when we may go back to the old system of district 
schools, but your committee can see no reason for such a change. 
Under the new law the village schools have lost nothing, while the 
other schools have never before had the advantages they have en- 
joyed under the town school system. ' But little outlay of money will 
be needed for books; and we would recommend the district to raise: 
a small sum to help support the High School, believing that money 
spent in schooling our children is -well spent, and will return a 
large per cent. of interest.

Perent! OF TRUSTEES. OF THE. TOWN 
LIBRARY. 


The trustees are pleased to be able to report very favorably upon 
the condition of the library. Since the last report the number of 
books has increased from 571 to 663. As is well remembered, a 
generous gift of fifty dollars from Hon. G. F. Tinker, of New 
London, Conn., enabled the trustees to procure many books they 
would not otherwise have deemed it advisable to purchase at once; 
among them were sets of Scott’s and Dickens’ works, Blaine’s 
Twenty Years in Congress, Scribner’s Baitles and Leaders in Civil 
War (4 vols.). The trustees took action, as directed by the town, 
in expressing to the donor our appreciation of his gift. 

An examination of the books discloses the fact that they are in 
fully as good condition as we have ever been able to report them. 
Excepting five, all are accounted for. These we do not consider 
lost, only mislaid. 
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From the Librarian’s book we find that 203 persons have used 
the library, taking out 3,000 books, an average of 15 to each per- 
son; number of library days 104; average changes per day 29; 
largest number of books taken by one family 95; by one person 
58, Werecommend the usual appropriation for the purchase of 
books, and ten dollars for incidental expenses.
